RIVER AND STEAMBOAT MATTERS. 

The river is at a staud here, with 4 feet i inches 
water in the canal. We noticed the dredge-boat at 
work in the canal yesterday, bringing up immense 
quantities of mud.

The following we find in a St. Louis paper: 
On Monday evening last a singular afifcir happened 
on board the steamer Ohio, which lay at the St. 
Louis landing. It was stated that smoke was seen 
to issue from the hold, and as it was known that 
there were several kegs of gunpowder on lioard, the 
utmost consternation took possession of those pre- 
sent, and caused a very ^eiitml stampede. Af.er a 
little delay, some bold fellow jumped into the hold 
to extinguish the fire, if anv, aud found nothing 
burning. Further investigation elicited the follow- 
ing facts: thai in rolling the powder forward, a 
quantity of it had escaped from an insecure keg, 
and the supposition is, that one of the deck hands, a 
fiend in human shape, discovered the train and fired 
it, with the expectation of gratifying his terrible 
ppetite for destruction, by blowing up the boat and 
11 on board. Had the thing not providentially 
failed, the neighboring boats would have lteen shat- 
tered, and a large number of persons killed.

Straccse, July 14, 1857. 
This is the opening day of the great national trial 
of Reapers and Mowers, and a hotter day never 
shone. The sun, like a malignant eye, has been 
pouring his fiercest rays upon the devoted heads of 
the thousands who have come from every State in 
the Union to attend this great trial. Heat and dust, 
the clanking of the machines and the music of the 
band, the shouts of the marshals, together with the 
many undistingiiishable sounds that blend in one 
hoarse murmur, have so bewildered me, as I have 
picked myself out from among the legs of the horses 
or made leaps that would astonish the finest gym- 
nast or acrobat at Franconi's; as I have saved mvself 
from being literally cut to pieces by some monster 
of a machine as it made its unaccountable evolutions 
while its sharp teeth were playing like flashes of 
lightning as it came sweeping" onward across the 
field, laying low the clover tops, and evidently un- 
der the impression that all flesh is grass, making at 
the legs of the body of reporters, w-ho, in their anx- 
iety to serve the "many-headed" public, came near 
losing their own legs in the service; I, being one of 
this body, have become so bewildered that it is al- 
most impossible for me to gather, from the few jot- 
tings down in my note, the material for a respecta- 
ble letter. This task however I will now undertake, 
and endeavor to give you, in something like regular 
order, the proceedings up to this time. 

The various committees have been on the spot for 
some days, perfecting their preparatory arrange- 
ments. 

Prominent among these are the President of the 
Association, the Hon. Marshall P. Wilder, a line 
looking, elderly gentleman, of great siniplieity and 
courtesy of manner, but a man ot untiring energy. 
Then comes the fine looking, the witty, the omni- 
present Secretary, whose name is now known the 
country through, and as it is written on the books 
of the Brookes House, the headquarter* of the com- 
mittee, reads thus: "Ben Perley Poore, of New- 
buryport, w heelbarrow town." Now every one of 
your readers knows, I suppose, what that means; if 
not, let them a*k the first man they meet. Then 
comes Mr. French, tbe Treasurer, and the indefati- 
gable Olcott, who, by the way, is one of the pleas- 
uutest, mOv*t intelligent young men that it has ever 
been my good fortune to meet. 

Gov. Morehead and daughter arrived from Niag- 
ara j esterday, and on the same train came James 
Buchanan, of the firm of Peter & Buchanan of Lou- 
isville. The other Kentuckians who have arrived 
are as follows: Gibson Mallory, Esq., President of 
the Southwestern Agricultural Society, J. B. O'- 
Bannon, Esq., A. G. Munn, of the firm of Munn ■& 
Co., H. T. Brent, Esq., of Paris, Col. L. A. White- 
ley, of the Journal, Mr. Jones, in charge of the ma- 
chine entered by Miller & Wingate, E. A. Holyoke, 
of the High School, and Dr. Moore, the patentee of 
the Kentucky Harvester. 

In addition to this party, I should mention the 
name of Mr. Benj. All-ton, the son of Gov. A 1 1 - 
ston, of South Carolina. Almost every State is 
represented, and some by large delegations. 

Our party consists of the alwve-named gentle- 
men, and their names are a sufficient guaranty that 
the party is as pleasant as a party can possibly be. 

Yesterday little w as done at the grounds except 
entering and weighing the machines. This and all 
the preliminary business being complete, we took an 
early start and with the above named party started 
in an open "lius" for the field. After viewing the 
different machines that had been entered and exam- 
ining two very different and yet very ingenious hay 
presses that v. ere upon the ground, we sauntered to 
the reporters' hut, and, having followed half the ad- 
vice of Longfellow, in which he tells us "to labor," 
concluded to give in our adherence to the poet's pre- 
cept, which concludes by commending us "to 
wait." This we did until the sudden crash of 
drums and cymbals on one side of our tent and the 
instantaneous discharge of heavy cannon on the 
other warned us that "something was coming;" the 
aforesaid said "something" proved to be the escort, 
fine IkxIv of dragoons of this city, under com- 
mand of Capt. Hatch, and a handsome carriage, 
containing their Excellencies, Gov. King, of N. Y., 
and Go*? Morehead, of Ky. 

This was the signal for the exercises to commence; 
so we mounted the flag-covered stand appropriated 
to the speaker of the day, President Wilder, the 
Governors, andj of course, the reporters. Next fol- 
lowed a procession of the machines around the field, 
which, upon coming again before the Speaker's 
stand, halted in line, when, a large concourse hav- 
ing assembled upon the extensive seats, the Presi- 
dent delivered his address, which was received with 
great applause by the assembly, who then filled the 
air with their shouts for a speech from Gov. King. 
His Excellency responded in the happiest manner 
and with great effect. 

Gov. Morehead was then called upon, and for some 
ten or fifteen minutes that immense throng was per- 
fectly enchained by the eloquence and feeling exhib- 
ited "by the speaker. I attempted to take a few- 
notes, but, with all who were around me, forgot that 
I was taking notes of the speech, so entranced was I 
with the speech itself. I will try to recall some few 
sentences to give your 
feel as proud of the Gove 
delegation who beard him 

After saying that, like Gov. King, nothing waa 
further from his thoughts than being called upon to 
make a speech, still that he was glad of an oppor- 
tunity to say a few words to this assemblage 
' Kentucky, ""said the Governor, "is eminently an 
agricultural State, and his presence here is owing 
to the urgent solicitations of his friends; that he 
had come on expressly to attend this great trial, 
that his presence might express the strong interest 
felt in Kentucky for the success of this great nation 
al society, especially as Louisville waa selected as 
the location for the great fair, as Syracuse had been 
chosen for the great trial of machine*. 

"There is no diversity of interest in the country; 
marching on like a young giant this nation feels her 
dependence upon the agricultural interests of the 
land, the interests that we are met here to further, 
and we feel in Kentucky that we are part and parcel 
of this great nation 

"The president in his speech had spoken of the 
dark and bloody soil that was once the soil of Ken 
tucky, but which now presents the blooming aspec 
of the garden of the L nited States. 

"Should it ever be necessary to shed fraternal 
blood, and I pray to God that" the hour may never 
come, the soil of Kentucky may again become dark 
and bloody, but, standing as she does between the 
North and South, with one hand she grasps the 
North and with tbe other the South, exclaiming 
'The Union shall not be sundered; not a stream 
trickles down our hill-sides, not a leaf flutters in the 
breeze, not even a breath of air stirs that is not 
redolent with devotion to the Union.' Yes, even the 
motto upon the arms of Kentucky is this — 
"United we stand, divided we fall." 
This speech, or rather a much better, of which 
this is but a skeleton, was received with thunders of 
applause, and very appropriately finished the speech 
making of the day. 

The committees and invited guests then adjourned 
to the President's tent, where a very nice lunch was 
served up to hungry and thirsty. 

We had quite an amusing soeae that has given us 
a hearty laugh while at lunch. Several of our par- 
tv, each armed with a big sandwich, were a s s u ag in g 
the pangs of hunger, combining therewith our usual 
modicum of fua, when a tall gentleman steps up to 
Mr. Mallory, who you know is somewhere near tbe 
Governor in sue, and congratulated him upon the 
liappy effect produced by his very eloquent speech. 
The gentleman addressed understanding his inter- 
locutor to compliment him as a Kentuckian upon the 
success of onr Governor's effort, remarked, in reply, 
that the sentiments expressed by the Governor were 
the sentiments of all Kentuckians; but at the men- 
tion of the Governor the tall man started, took one 
look at the worthy President of the Southwestern 
Agricultural Society, and immediately started for 
the other end of the tent where the true Governor 
Morehead was towering above the crowd.

The military companies were ordered out to pro- 
tect the property carried out into the open grounds 
about the Asylum, and to guard the lunatics, who 
were sent back into the adjacent woods. 

The roads and grounds leading to and in the vi- \ 
cinity of the AsUum were literally crammed and! 
jammed with human beings. All the available space : 
for a mile within the vicinity of the conflagration j 
was filled with horses and carriages, buggies and , 
hacks, carts, and everything possessing wheels suffi- • 
cient for a horse to draw that could roll the people 
in from the surrounding country. 

But how shall we attempt to describe the sorrow- 
ful picture of the poor lunatics themselves. The 
horror depicted in their countenances — their despair— 
their wild, mad ravings — their incoherent exclama- 
tions and ejaculations as contrasted with the loud, 
wild crackling of the flames and crashing of the 
fallen timbers! Ah, it was a horrible sight! The 
prayers and supplications— the loud curses— the 
boisterous laugh, sickening the beholders at the sight 
of unthroned reason — the menacing scowl — togeth- 
er with the thousand other acts and parts of acts, 
which go to till up the measure of the monomaniac's 
life, were never so vividly portrayed as to-dav, 
when brought out under the terror "aroused within 
them at the sight of this mighty conflagration. Poor 
creature.-! they are strangers to sympathy, from 
their pitiable and helpless condition of mind; But 
the tear will not refuse to moisten the cheek of hu- 
manity as they look upon the melancholy picture 
just witnessed. 

When the corps arrived upon the ground the 
greatest confusion prevailed — men running for med- 
ical assistance for the burned, others seeking help 
to prevent the inmates from escaping from the build- 
ings and yards. On being formed, the company 
marched to the grove iu the rear of the Asylum, 
and there mounted guard. About two hundred of 
the patients, mostly females, were placed under the 
surveillance of the company. The3* at first in squads 
made efforts to escape, but, on being firmly ordered 
to remain quiet and not attempt to escape, they be- 
came reconciled to their quarters, sat down in 
groups, and apparently were pleased with the ex- 
citement aud confusion. 

Notwithstanding the care and caution exercised 
by the persons who entered the buildings, some of 
them were severely burned by not being acquainted 
with the complicated stairways and lobbies, and 
which prevented them from making a speedy exit 
when danger crept upon them. 

Among the number of those seriously injured, 
while combatting the flames this morning, and ren- 
dering every assistance which heroism could in- 
spire, was Dr. L. F. Rose, one of our most respec- 
table city physicians. His injuries are chiefly con- 
fined to his back and thighs, and by the assiduous 
attentions of Drs. Russell and Day he is now in a 
comfortable state, at his residence on Bridge street. 

Some of the patients became very noisy and ex- 
citable, and it was with difficulty they were restrain- 
ed from exhibiting viciousness. I'hose who had 
not been placed under the care of the corps were 
kept together in the rear portions of the wings. 
They kept up an incessant noise — some singing, 
shouting, laughing, cheering at the crowd outside, 
while others manifested fear and lost all control 
over their physical systems. 

The city has granted the use of the new Hospital 
to the managers of the Asylum, and some sixty pa- 
tients will be removed temporarily. At 2 o'clock, 
the patients in the grove were marched, in charge of 
the corps, to the Asylum. Owing to the efficient 
measures taken bv the guard, no difficulty was ex- 
perienced in keeping the patients within the limits; 
and, notwithstanding the cunning expedients re- 
sorted to, to obtain egress, not a single patient es- 
caped.

A Stokm on the Pkairie. — We witnessed the 
most terrific storm at Mattoon, 111., on Monday eve- 
ning last, that has ever fallen to our lot to behold. 
We were standing upon the platform, about 7 o'- 
clock, when a heavy cloud was fast approaching 
from the west. From its yellowish tinge we appre- 
hended considerable wind. A freight train had just 
arrived from the west and the passenger train from 
the south had just come in sight, and was, perhaps, 
at least six miles distant. The passenger train from 
the west was fast rising above the horizon, and 
seemed like a dark speck upon the ocean. Just as 
the southern train arrived, a current of air swept 
past, south of the town, carrying a train of dust 
which was so dense as to resemble the blackest of 
stone-co.tl smoke. On the north was another more 
terrific in api>earance. These two currents indeed 
looked frightful beyond description. A perfect del- 
uge of rain follow ed in the wake of these dusty and 
ugly-looking current*, and an awful wind hurried 
things along ahead of railroad speed. 

As the freight train was endeavoring to switch 
off of the maiu track the wind lifted the cars from 
the road, one of which fell across the track. Dur- 
ing these exciting and impatient minutes, the cry 
of fire! fire! was heard above the din of old Boreas "s 
savage manifestations, as he pitched the shingles 
and plank in everv direction, and caused the build- 
ings to tremble like feathers. The tinner who was 
at work upon the large three-story brick hotel, in 
his hurry to reach terra firma, left everything be- 
hind, and his little st'ive for heating his soldering 
irons had turned over and set fire to the roof — but a 
few minutes was only necessary to put a check to 
the devouring inclination of the flames. 

After the hardest of the rain was over, we beheld 
a beautiful display of the aig-zag maneuvering of 
electricity. We believe that all philosophers teach 
us that lightning strikes upward first; and here, upon 
this open sea of space, we had a practical illustra- 
tion. It presented a grand display similar to rock- 
ets and Human candles. Sometimes shooting up, 
even into the clouds, then down, describing a beau- 
tiful rainbow curve. Some explosions would dart 
along about five feet above the earth, in a serpentine 
course, and in fact in every conceivable «hape. 

The most damage sustained by this storm was in 
prostrating the small grain. The wheat was thrown 
flat upon the ground — it would have been ready to 
cut in a few days — and there is but little of it that 
possesses sap enough to cause it to rise again.

Schouler, of Ohio, formerly editor of the 
Atla?, and through the use of his name upon other 
parties, also, by a citizen of that (Worcester) county: 

Several months since Mr. Schouler. while residing 
in Cincinnati as one of the editors aud proprietors of 
the Cincinnati Gazette, made the acquaintance of a 
man from Shrewsbury, in this county, named Henry 
W. Baldwin, by whose representations of lucrative 
business, through the establishment of a large com- 
mission house in Cincinnati, for the sale of eastern 
manufactures, he was induced to sell out his interest 
in the Gazette, and make some other preparations, 
with a view of forming a business connection with 
Iialdwiu for the purpose above mentioned. 

Having so far accomplished his purposes, Bald- 
win's next representation was, that it would be 
necessary for him to go to Baltimore and Philadel- 
phia to solicit consignments for the proposed tirm. 
lie stated to Schouler, as appeared by the examina- 
tion, at Worcester, on Tuesday, tha"t he had some 
debts to pay in the above named cities, and, though 
possessed of abundant means in notes and other 
securities, he yet needed a sum of about two thou- 
sand and two hundred dollars in ready cash. 

So entirely had Baldwin secured the confidence of 
Col. Schouler at this time, that he unhesitatingly 
drew his check for the amount, and gave it to Bald- 
win, not even taking a note for the monev. Baldwin 
subsequently came East, no copartnership having 
been formeed, but, as was understood, with a view 
to consult with the leading New England manufac- 
turers, and then to arrange the terms of copartner- 
ship afterwards. 

After some considerable time had elapsed. Mr. 
Schouler's suspicions were aroused to the fact that 
all was not right, and he determined to come on 
himself and ascertain the whereabouts of Baldwin, 
and to recover his money. To make a long story 
short, he found his worst suspicions as to Baldwin's 
rasewty more than realized as soon as he reached 
New York, for he fouud at the Astor Uou»e a card 
posted up, purporting to have been issued from the 
commission house of Sehouler, Baldwin, & Co., a 
firm which really had no existence. He here had 
an interview with Baldwin, and denounced him for 
his rascalitv, to which the latter coolly responded 
that if he (Schouler) did not like the copartnership, 
he could put an advertisement in the pa; ers an- ] 
nounciug a dissolution. 

Arriving in Boston, he learned other facts con- 
nected with Baldwin that left no doubt upon his I 
mind that he had l»een the victim of an unprincipled I 
sharper, that his $2,200 had virtually been stolen 
from him, that Baldwin had used his name in con- 
nection with his own for a large amount, as mem- | 
liers of the new firm, which all the while had no ex- j 
istence, and that some of the notes so used had 
been returned from Cincinnati protested. Five of 
these notes, amounting to near rive thousand dollars 
in all, dated at Cincinnati, were passed off in this 
city bv Baldwin, in pavment of his own private 
debts, "to Messrs. Wm. M. Bickford and Wm. Bar- 
ker, and, not knowing the nature of the case, Col. 
S. was arrested upon those claims. 

This brought matters at once to a crisis, and led 
to the immediate arrest of Baldwin, who was found 
at Shrewsbury and brought to this city, where, after 
a len"thv examination, at which the above facts 
were 'elicited, he was committed to prison in default 
of bail in the sum of $ti,000, to answer to the charge 
of having committed the crime of forgery. The 
whole evidence submitted in the case went to show 
that Col. Schouler was entirely guiltlesa in the mat- 
ter that no copartnership had been formed, that he 
had no knowledge of the game of deception and ras-

President, and all 
he member* except Alderman Rousseau. 

A communication was read from the Mayor trans- 
mitting the returns f>r the late election in the Fourtb, 
Fifth, and Seventh wards, and thereupon a report 
awarding certificates of election to Henry J. Ljons, 
Councilman from Fourth ward; J. W. Kalfua, Al- 
derman from Fifth ward, and Thos. H. Crawford, 
Alderman, and B. \V. Pollard, Councdman, from 
the .Seventh ward, was adopted. 

Tho*. H. Crawford, E«-q., memlier elect from the 
Seventh ward, appeared and presented a certificate 
signed by A. W. Waller, a Justice of the Peace for 
Jefferson countv. showing tliat the oatli of office had 
t*en administered to him, uud Unguium he took 
his feat. 

The following message was read from the Mayor: 
Mayou's Ofi ici:, July 1H, 1857. 
Totht Board of Aldermen: 

Gextlemkn: I withhold my approval from it and 
return with my objections the within resolution. By 
Ray's pump contract with the city, he is not to be 

Cid for new platforms around old pumps. Ray and 
r. G. W. Griffv agreed in mv presence that the 
platform charged for at Eleventh and Chestnut 
streets is around an old pump. Ray refused to 
make the deduction of *4 charged for it, though 
against the contract, and I therefore disapprove this 
item. Mr. G. W. Griffv certified this item, the con- 
tract not being before him when he did so. 

W. S. PILCHER, Mayor. 

Whereupon the resolution allowing S. G. Ray 
£46 25 was adopted, the Mayor's objections to the 
contrary notwithstanding, by the following vote: 

Yeas— Mr. President Weatherford and Messrs.

The following message was read from the Mayor: 
Mayou's OmcS, July 13, 1857. 
To the Board of Aldermen: 

Gevtlemex: I withhold my approval from the 
allowance of f270 in favor "of S. G. Ray for 135 
pumps for two months at $12 apiece for a year, be- 
cause he is allowed for four pumps too many, as aj>- 
pears bv certificate of G. W. Giitfy, Street Inspec- 
tor of the Western District, at the foot of Ray's 
account. Eight dollars should therefore be deduct- 
ed, and the allowance should only be $262 and not 
$270. Ray refuses to make the correction, and I 
return the resolution to your Board. 

See Griffy's statement hereto attached.

Whereupon said resolution allowing said Bay 
$270 was adopted, the Mayor's objections to the 
contrary notwithstanding, bv the following vote: 

Yeas— Mr. President Weatherford, and Messrs. 
Hall, Burton. Crawford, and Howard— 5. 

N iv-Mr. Duvall— 1. 

The following veto message was read from the 
Mayor, to- wit: 

Mayor's Offici:. lO MIWMl 
July If, 1857./ 

To the General Council of the City of LmitvdU: 

Gentlemen: I herewith return the license gran- 
ted to Jesee F. Hammon to keep a coffee-house, with 
my reasons for refusing to sign the same. 

Jtut. F. Haitunon is the day-watchman in the first 
ward. It is true that in the ordinance defining oaths 
of police, it is not expressly said that a watchman 
shall not keep a coffee-house or any other house 
either allowed or forbidden by law "to be kept by 
any citizen. But coffee-houses are subject to prose- 
cutions for various offenses, which it is the duty of 
watchmen to detect and present, either to the police 
court, or to the grand jury in the city court. Put a 
watchman in a business oi suffer him to become in- 
terested in a business which it is his duty to watch 
and complain against, and you lead him into temp- 
tation, you peril his oath, "because you put his in- 
dividual interest at variance with his public duty. 

You have, say 40 watchmen: if one has a right to 
keep a coffee-house eqality settles the like right in 
favor of all. The whole 40 may become coffee-house 
keepers. Then who shall watch and report their de- 
linquencies. To make exceptions in favor of Mr. 
Hammon, or any one else, is to make the Council 
ci.n< xicus to the charge of partiality. Coffee-house 
and tavern keepers and n» man holding a license 
and liable to indictment or presentment can serve ou 
the grand jury, because his interest is varient from 
that of the cut, and the law will not expose to so 
severe a temptation. So no public officer, whose 
duty it is to watch and present the offenders in any 
particular business should be allowed to follow such, 
business. I withhold my approval from this license 
and shall on principle adhere to it. 

The city pays her watchmen $2 per day and by 
her contract with them is entitled to their exclusive 
attention and service. If that wages can't pay for 
their unembarrassed time, let it be increased to the 
present watchmen or let them resign and those be 
employed with whom it is not necessary to embark 
in a business which is or may lie in conflict with 
their duties as watchmen. Mr. Hammon is a first 
rate watchman and may be proof agaii 
yet, if a license be granted to him men of 
"virtue may apply for license, and, in the conflict of 
interest with their duty, fall into the evil to which 
they are thereby tempted. 

In conclusion, to set this matter at rest, I recom- 
mend that the Council so amend ordinance No. 302 
as to forbid watchmeu fiom engaging in any busi- 
ness which is subject to presentment, indictment, or 
fine in the city or police court of Leuisville, and 
which is under' the watch and report of any branch 
of the city government, and make it the duty of 
any watchman now holding coffee-house licente to 
give up his office or his license. 

Respectfully, W. S. PILCHER, Mayor. 

Whereupon the question was taken, shall the 
resolution granting coffee house lisence to Jesse F. 
Hammon. corner of Main and Shelby streets, be 
passed, the Mayor's objections to the contrary not- 
withstanding? 

Those in favor were Mr. President Weatherford, 
and Messrs. Hall, Burton, and Howard — 1. 

Thope against it were, Me srs. Duvall and Craw- 
ford— 2. So said resolution was rejected. 

The Mayor submitted a report from the Treasurer 
stating that he is readv to deliver the note of E. P. 
Rousseau and John Zeigler for $325 to the City Attor- 
ney for suit, which was received and filed. 

The Mayor submitted three petitions from E. W. 
Rupert, asking an allowance of the amount of a 
judgment in favor of H. Hustetter for paving Bal- 
jard street; also asking that the sidewalks on Broad- 
way, from First to Third street, be paved, &c., and 
asking that the alley between Broadway and Cur- 
ran, Fourth and Fifth streets, which were referred 
to Street Committees Eastern and Western Dis- 



eon ract executed by J. M. Summers, to keep the 
pumps in repair in the Eastern District, for five 
ver.rs, which was approved. 

On motion of Alderman Weatherford, a resolu- 
tion was adopted instructing the Mayor to call on 
the Auditor for a report of the financial condition 
of the city, for the year ending March 10th, 1857. 

On motion of Alderman Weatherford, a resolu- 
tion was adopted, instructing the City Attorney to 
report what progress had been made in suits insti- 
tuted against White and others. 

Alderman Howard, from Street Committee 
Western District, reported a resolution from the 
Common Council, directing the City Engineer to 
report a plan and specifications to carry the water 
from the intersection of Seventeenth and Chestnut 
streets, which was adopted. 

Also a resolution requiring said engineer to report 
a plan for the protection of the intersection of 
Twelfth and High stieets, which was adopted. 

Alderman Hall, from Committtee on Taverns 
and Coffee House*, reported a resolution granting 
tavern license to T. lull, corner of Bullitt and 
Water streets, which was adopted. 

Alderman Hall, from the same, reported a resolu- 
tion granting tavern license to Wni. Balmer, on 
Market street, between Fifth and Sixth, and, on mo- 
tion of Alderman Duvall, "tavern" was struck out 
and "coffee-house* inserted in lieu, and the resolu- 
tion was adopted as amended. 

Alderman Burton, from Committee on Fire De- 
partment, reported a resolution from the Common 
Council, instructing the Mayor to receive proposals 
and contract for building an engine house in Port- 
land, which was adopted. 

On motion of Alderman Burton, the contract with 
W. H. Stokes to furnish 500 feet of hose and suction 
for the Belief Fire Company was approved. 

Alderman Burton, from Committee on Fire De- 
partment, reported a resolution from the Common 
Council directing the Mayor to contract with A. B. 
Latta, of Cincinnati, for all necessary repairs to the 
steam fire engine Deluge, with an amendment to 
strike out the words "A. B. Latta, of Cincinnati," 
and insert in lieu thereof "the lowest and liest bid- 
der," which was concurred in and the resolution 
adopted as amended. 

A.dcrman Duvall, by leave, reported a resolution 
from the Common Council allowing J. D. Seaton to 
exhibit, free of license money, Trove's sacred paint- 
ings, which was adopted.
